Jounstown, Pa., June 5.—The enormity of 
the devastation wrought by the Conemaugh 
flood is becoming more and more apparent 
with every effort of the laborers to resolve 
order out of chaos. Over one hundred men 
have been al! day engaged in an effort to clear 
a narrow passage from the {death bridge up- 
ward through the sea of debris that blocks 
Conemaugh for nearly half a mile. Every in- 
genuity known to man has been resorted to by 
thiscrew. The giant power of dynamite was 
brought into requisition, and at frequent in- 
tervals the roar of explosions reverberated 
through the yalley, and sticks, stones and logs 
would 
VLY HIGH IN THE AIR.

At 
night fall, however, the clear space above fthe 
bridge did not exceed an area of sixty feet in 
length by forty in width.

VHUAT GENERAL HASTINGS SAYS. 

Pittsburghers are now in sole charge of 
everything at this place. (The Fourteenth 
regiment has not yet been assigned to any 
duty by Adjutant General Hastings 
interview this morning he said: 

‘The regiment was ordered here to do guard 
duty, work and take cnarge of the place. We 
will not declare martial law for the reason that 
there is no necessity for it. The local police 
and the citizens who have been doing yeoman 
service are about tired out, and I will 
assign the regiment to guard work this after.

FEEDING THE HUNGRY. 

At Johnstown station, on the east side of the 
river, everything was quiet, yet considerable 
work is being done. This is the chief commis- 
sary station, and this morning by 2 o’clock 
15,000 people were fed and about six hundred 
families furnished with provisions. Five car- 
loads of clothing were distribnted, and now 
almost every one is supplied with clothing. 
At the different registration places 18,000 resi- 
dents of the devastated district had registered 
asaliveand well. The total popuiation of 
this district was between 40,0@ and 50,000, 
There were hundreds of people waiting around 
the oftices to have their names placed on the 
listofthe saved. It is thought that by to- 
morrow nightat least eighty percent of the 
survivors will be registered. Roger O’Meara, 
superintendent of yee of Pittsburg, who 
has been here for two days looking for crooks 
and pickpockets, said that the reports about 
robberies and thieving were very greatly 
exagverated. 

FIFTEEN THOUSAND LOST.

Hun- 
dreds of people passed the place for three days, 
looking for bodies, but thought it was only 
shreds of worthless clothing they were looking 
at.

Providing for the ‘Saban in Juohnstown-

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Jounstown, Pa., June 5.—This morning 
1,100 men arrived here in charge of Philip 
Fiyny. Hon. William Flynn arrived later 
and took charge of the work, and by 11 o’clock 
they had succeeded in doing more work at 
clearing away the debris than has been cone 
Mr. Fiynn has offered the men 
special inducements, but will make them 
work. Seventy-five carpenters and twenty 
car loads of provisions came up with the labor- 
lug men.

TO GO TO WORK IMMEDIATELY. 

Adjutant General Hastings has requested 
the Associated Press to state that this is the 
kind of men that are wanted here, and too 
many cannot be sent. 

At eleven morning Adjutant 
General Hastings sent the following tclegram 
to Governor Beavor 

Fully ten thousand men are at work clearing 
off the debris. Bodiesare now being rescued 
in large numbers. A citizens committee has 
been organized and the working is systematiz- 
ed. 

A dejachment of twenty of the I4th regi- 
ment was detailed last night to guard the sup- 
ply trains. Provisions are pouring in, and it 
is difficult to take care ofthem. There is no 
suffering from want of food or shelter. Con- 
tributions of money are more desirable than 
anything else. 

There isno surcease of the horrors here 
today, but the situation is resolving itself into 
something like order. The relief work has 
been so systematic that there is no danger of

IN THE DIRECTION OF REBUILDING 
This will be a gigantic and costly work, but 
Mr. Duncan expects to see anew city spring 
from the ruins of Johnstown. The work of 
reconstructing the road bed and relaying the 
tracks on the Pennsylvania railroad is being 
pushed forward vigorously and already trains 
from the west are running down to the passen- 
ger station, while constructicn trains are able 
to go considerable farther. Ry night it is ex- 
pected that the high enbankment at the biz 
bend of the river, which deftleeted the 
river from its course on the fatal night, 
and which was finally washed 
away itself, will be reconstructed, although 
the loss of the Cambria Iron company will 
foot up into millions. The destruction of their 
plantis notas bad as apprehended and re- 
ported at first, and ofticers of the company 
now say they expect to. resume operations 
Within thirty days. The civil engineer of the 
company, Who made a careful survey of the 
premises yesterday, asserted to the writer this 
morning that although a greater portion of

The Homeless Being Provided VFor- 
of Supplies. 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 5.—There has been 
a disagreeable fell of temperature since yes- 
terday that will be prolific of much suffering 
and many ills. ‘The atmosphere today is 
non the air keen and penetrating. This 
condition ef affairs is favorable to the work- 
ers, but most unpleasant for the homeless sal- 
ferers, and thinly clad women and children 
are shivering this morning under the eves of 
every conve nient bu ildine. The sun has been 
obscured the greater portion of the day. The 
sight of long relief trains rolling into Jolins- 
town over both railroads, and from every sec- 
tion of the country, almost every hour of the 
twenty-four, tends to make the observer con- 
clude that charity, ther Christian or not, 
is not so rare under the sun as the cynic ] 
osopher would have us to believe. From the

OUT AT CAMP HASTINGS. 

Perched high upon the hill, three quarters 
of a mile from the Pennsylvania station on the 
Ebensburg road, is Camp Hastings, where sev- 
eral hundred destitute sufferers are 
and fed. Thecamp is in charge of T 
Wait, of the Pennsylvania railroad, and W. 
J. Cain, both of Pittsburg, who have organ- 
ized it thoroughly. The men have. blankets 
and straw to sieep upon and the women mat- 
and allare provided with an abundance 
of ; rood comfortal le bed clothing. There is 
no sickness in camp, but a:mong the inmates 
is a woman who will become a mother before 
the day is out. The registration of survivors 
voes on, but not so rapidly as vesterday. 

The total registration to date is only a trifle 
over 12,000, out of a total estimated popula- 

ion of the torrent-swept district of from 
35,000 to 40,000 last Friday. Allowance must 
be made, 6f course, for latge numbers of sur- 
vivors who have sought refuge with friends in 
other places, as well as many who have failed 
either from ignorance or remission to register 
But the falling off today leads the authorities 
toapprehend that their worst fears may yet 
be realized and the death rojl will amonnt well 
up into five figures. Visits to several of the 
registration offices today and inquiries among 
the survivors who came in to register and the 
compilation of replies indicate that the pro- 
portion of saved and lost is about equal. 
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FIFTEEN THOUSAND LIVES LOST. 


The Figures Climbing- A “Startling Rumor 
About Phillipsburg. 

Jounstown, Pa., June 5.—The best esti- 
mates this morning on the loss of life on the 
registry of the living and unofticial poll puts it 
at from 12,000 to 15,000. 

Advices from Phillipsburg, .Centre county, 
report a great loss of life there, and that 243 
bodies have already been recovered. 

THE RUMOR NOT BELIEVED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 5.— Inquiry at the 
Pennsylvania railroad office in reference to the 
report from Johnstown that there had been a 
great loss of life at Phillipsburg,Centre county, 
resulted in an absolute failure to confirm the 
rumor. The superintendent at Tyrone 
reports that the Tyrone and Clearfield 
branch which runs from Tyrone to Curaens- 
ville, a distance of forty-seven miles, is entirely 
clear. Phillipsburg is half way between these 
two places on the route mentioned, anda 
mountain stream at Phillipsburg is crossed by 
a railroad bridge which must necessarily be 
all right. General Manager Pagh says he does 
not believe there is 4 word of truth iu the ra- 
mor, or that any lives at all have been lost at

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THE NEW DANGER 


By Which the People of the Conemargh 
Valley Are Surrotnded, 

JONNSTOWN, June 5.—Thirteen bodies were 
found ina cluster today, and a few minutes 
atter twelve more were found. 

Benjamin Lee, of the Pennsvivania 
state board of health, was today asked what, 
in his were the prospects of an epi- 
demic in the Conemaugh valle ‘y. He said: 

“God only knows. No man living can.tell 
what wlll come out of these piles of drift and 
wreckage. Today we started a portion of our 
corps Of sanitary inspectors into the thick 
debris, and in a little while the bodies of fifty 
Milinais, mostly horses, had been re- 
moved and hauled away for burial. 
if this percentage is kept up 
there is a fearful amount of decaying animal 
matter tobe removed or counteracted. But 
we will fight this thing tothe end.”’ 

A canvass was ordered by the sanitary an- 
thorities today, and its revelations, as far as it 
went, were startling inthe extreme. It was 
found that tour and even six families were 
heing crow ded into a single house; that as 
high as fifty slept in one room; that the doors 
avd windows were left closed to shut out the 
stench and dampness, and that as a result was 
pneumonia. He ascribes its growing prevail- 
ence to crowded rooms, damp cellars and ex- 
posure. The cold drizzle that fell intermit- 
tingly today adi ls to the terror. 
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The Charity of the Countrg Not Equal to the 
Wants of the People. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 5.—Notwithstanding 
the fact that nearly every prominent city in 
the United States is raising a fund for the re- 
lief ofthe Conemaugh sufferers, the wants of 
the homeless and afilicted are far from being 
alleviated. At the various relief stations to- 
day, thecrowd of-applicants was continuous 
from morying till night, and many of the 
needy were forced to wait in line 
for honrs before their turn Zcame° and 
their little portion was allotted out 
to them. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars must pour into this stricken valley if 
positive suffering and privation is to be 
averted. Thousands of people are homeless. 
and in these devastated homes thousands have 
lost their all. Mannfacturiug of nearly all 
kind is at a standstill in the valley, and weeks 
or months must elapse before the Cambria 
and other industrial institutions can possibly 
resume and give employment to the thoa- 
sands who depend on them for support. There 
are thousands of hungry people in Conemaugh 
valley, who have no certainty of breakfast to- 
morrow. 

New York’s Munificence.

CHIEF ARTHUR SURPRISES HIS MEN. 


Being a Candidate for Re Election, the Ea- 
gineers Question Chief Arthur as te 
His Views—Other News. 


EVENI"Y TORE 


Cuicaao, June 5.—The Evening Journal 
says: Thereis trouble iu the ranks of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Enginoers. Chief 
Arthur is a candidate for re-election, and as 
such has been making a quiet canvass of the 
various lodges of the brotherhood. Last week 
a secret meeting for this purpose was held in 
this city. There were upwards of 200 mem- 
bers present, representing lodges in Lllinoww, 
Michigan, Indiana, Iowa and Wisconsin, and 
with their defeat by the “@.’’ momentarily 
expected, a reduction of wages on the Santa 
Fe, and the recent discharge by the Alton of a 
large number of brutherhoed men fresh in 
their minds, they were not at all satisfied with 
the chief's optimistic speech. A momber of 
the general grievance committes got the tloor, 
and, addressing Chief Arthur, said: 

“Your speech this morning pictured our 
organization as impregnable and resistless, and, 
being so, it had nothing to fear from any mis 
fortune that might threaten; but that no ms. 
fortune did threaten. - Now, sir, if you believe 
such a state of things exists, you have been in- 
correctly informed of affairs. The truth is, a 
reduction of wages is expected to be made be- 
fore long on a number of western roads. Such 
action we do not propose to accept bi cause we 
do not believe it justitied. We, therefore, de- 
sire toknow whether, in the event of reduction 
you would sanction a strike?” 

Chief Arthur did not like the question, but 
there was no help forit. Hebhad to answer. 
With compressed lips he rose to his feet, 
looked at the determined faces before him and 
said: 

“Under no condition of circumstances, of 
which [ can conceive, shall I ever sanction 
another strike.’ 

A murmur of surprise, tinged with indigna- 
tion, arose, but ceased as the chief continued: 

‘*My reason for this decision is two fold. In 
the tirst place, I am opposed to strikes on gon- 
eral principles. In the second plac e, 
to strike would be practically suicide, 
for owing to thie inexora ble laws 
of supply and demand and the | arge number 
of unemployed engineers in the country, it 
would take but an exceedingly short time to 
fill our plac es.’ 

“But sir,’’ broke in the questioner; ‘‘suppose 
arednction of wages sliould oceur on the 
Union Pacific system, where the brotherhood is 
80 thoroughly equipped as to obtain the grant- 
ing of everything they ask; would not you 
anthorize a strike to resist it ?’’ 

Without a moment’s hesitation the chief 
replied: 

“No, sir, I would not. I trust, I believe, 
that no reduction of wages is to be made: but 
should there be, and the men follow my ad- 
vice, they will accept the reduction. I shall 
never sanction another strike.’’ 

Chief Arthur stopped and the meeting ad- 
journed. Murmurs of discontent have been 
heard ever since. It was known thai the 
chief had a strong dislike to strikes, but that 
his conservatism was so extreme as his speech 
showed it to be it was ne ver dreamed. 


McGAR Ki'S “TE STIVONY

CHicaaco, June 5.—The Cronin inquest was 
resumed this morning. Pat McGarry, a friend 
of Dr. Cronin, testitied as to what Dr. Cronin 
had told him in regard to the investigation by 
the committee of the Clan-na-Gael, at Bulflalo, 
of the charges that Alexander Sullivan had 
appropriated funds of the clan to his own use 
whiiea member of the executive board, or

formed him that the charges were not only of 
the misanpronvriation of funds, but that the 
‘trial -gnoh mae sent men to their death and to 
British isons. Witness could not remember 
the pao + amount of money mentioned by 
Cronin, but it approximated half a million 
dollars. 

Witness then told of his visit to Toronto 
after Cronin’s death, and the result of the in- 
terviews with Keporter Long. ‘The latter at 
first denied having sent the misleading dis- 
patches, but subsequently said that he had 
sent a statement of facts to Frank Seanlon, of 
this city. Cronin said to witness after the 
Buffalo inve stigation that if he were murdered 
it would be at Alexander Sullivan’s instiga- 
tion. Cronin also said that the life of Dr, 
McCabe, of Philadelphia, who joined Cronin 
in reporting against Sullivan inthe Buffalo 
inve stig: ition, was also in danger, and thatan 
had been made to decoy him away. 

At the Cronin inquest today Thomas J. 
Conway was examined. Conway is a inember 
of the Clan-na-guel. He began by testifying as 
to the conduct of Peter McCiechan, the Phila 
delphian. Conway said McGeehan told him 
that he came west under orders from the claife 
man of the executive committee of the 
Clan-na-gael.

The mor- 
phine had accumulated in his stomach, and 
finally his entire system, very unexpectedly, 
became] impregnatedjwith the drug, and Mr. 
Glover soon became{uncousciousjfrom|the influ- 
ence of the poison. The physicians labored on 
him quite awhile, aud also summoned Dr. 
W. ©. Gibson to their aid. The galvanic bat- 
tery was applied, antidotes and restoratives

THE STATE SHOULD MAINTAIN IT, 

Dr. Boggs argued tbat the state should 
maintain the State University and its branch 
colleges more liberally than it does, and called 
upon the people to see that their representa- 
tives were awakened to the necessity of the 
occasion. Dr. Boggs said that a 
branch college should be — established 
in Griffin in conneetion with the experiment 
station, that the professor that would be nec- 
essary to conduct the scientific department of 
the station could teach in the college, and the 
principles on which the station were based 
could then be practically taught and success- 
fully so. 

Dr. Boggs spoke of the wonderful growth 
and improvement made in Griffin since he was 
here eight years ago. _He predicted a bright 
future for Griffin. 

No speech ever delivered in Griffin has 
created so profound an impression, and calcu- 
lated to do as much _ pratical good. Our 
eople have been thoronghly awakened to the 
importance of the subject he so learnedly dis- 
coursed upon, and astrong effort will be made 
to secure a branch college of the university 
located here.
